Germany, and offered himself as a 
student of the violin to Spohr, who 
however, received him so coldly that 
he despaired, and began to study law 
at the University of Goettingen in- 
stead. He did not keep to his books 
long, however, ;and his next appear- 
ahee was again as a musician in Min- 
déni'but in consequence of a duii 
which i^e iought ^bere he had to flee 
the country. He went to Paris where 
he bècame so despondent that he 
threw himself into the Seine one 
morning. 
A lady of wealth who saw 
the act saved him from a suicide's 
death, and afterwards assisted him in 
his art, because she saw in him a 
striking resemblance to a dead son.

greatly to both his fame and fortune. 
He remained here two years and then 
went back to Europe, giving concerts 
here and there as the humor took him. 
He saw something of war in Algeria, 
built a theatre in Bergen, and tried to 
establish national schools of literature 
and art in Norway. 
His glowing 
patriotism got him into trouble with 
the Government, and vexatious law- 
suits were instituted against him, 
which cost him a good part of his 
finiuue. 
To aUU 
Cu Lis o t h e r 
trnn- 
bles his wife died, and he again turn- 
ed his footsteps to the United States, 
landing here for the second time in 
1852. 
With nearly all the money Le 
had at command he bought a tract of 
152,000 acres of wild land in Potter 
county, Pennsylvania, and tried to 
found a Norwegian colony. 
After 
two years of hard endeavor he had to 
abandon it, with the loss of nearly all 
his property. 
He went to New York 
city, leased the Academy of Music 
and started to give Italian operas. He 
failed utterly and went back to Eu- 
rope, where he gave concert«, with all 
his old success. 
He remained abroad 
until 1869, and then returned with a 
comfortable fortune and settled in 
Wisconsin, where, in 1870, he again 
married, the lady being a German» 
considerably his junior in years.

has since been giving concerts at in- 
tervals both here and abroad. 
His 
last appearance in New York was on 
March 4th, at the benefit performance 
^ r the Herald Irish Famine Relief 
Fund.

time the i ^ n t s o f the 
United States secret service have been 
aware of the txisience in 
Benton 
county, Arkansas, of a den of coun- 
terfeiters, but the officers could not 
locate them. 
They did succeed, how- 
ever, the other day, in finding the 
place and gobbling up a gang of six, 
including two women, but they had a 
merry time of it before they secured 
them. 
Tbe aid 
of a 
well-known 
detective, who makes his home in this 
city and Short Creek, was called by 
the government officials, and after 
looking over the field plans were laid 
out for the capture of the counterfeit- 
era. The Joplin detective, who has 
had considerable experience with the 
criminals who inhabit Arkansas and 
southwest Missouri, was detailed to 
look up 
the gang 
and 
find 
the 
habitation of the crowd that 
has 
been flooding the county with spuri 
ous coin. 
He assumed the garb of a 
farm-hand and started on his tiresome 
and dangerous mission. 
He was posi- 
tive that the "factory" was some- 
where in the canyons of Bentonville, 
and confined his peregrinations to that 
immediate section. 
He traveled all 
the time on foot and had some very 
lonesome and weary walks. 
He did 
moat of his traveling after night and 
many times walked alone through the 
thick forests of those uninhabited 
hallows until overcome by fatigue he 
would lie down on the ground and 
sleep. 
The trip was not only a hard 
one, but a <i -t gerous one, as the illicit 
dis'illers 
iu those hollows do not 
hesitate to abbreviate the existence 
of any one whose conduct is such as 
to create the suspicion that they are 
d-itectives. 


After several days' tramp the dih 
tective found the place and he appli' 
ed for work, but could not "get a 
job."
